In mid-March the garrison regiment at Changchou (117*42, 24- 3 2) was commanded 
toy WU Yang ( .£ )„ No regular troops were in the interior hsien of the 

Changchou Military Sub-District. Local independent battalions, which were in 
charge of coastal defenses, were not of uniform size, were equipped ma inl y 
with Chinese 7.92 mm rifles, and had low morale and fighting efficiency. 

In late March, an independent artillery regiment, 4 Field Army, at Swstov, 
was commanded by LIN Ming-chien ( &££) and was equipped with 40 trucks 
and 20 Japanese- and Soviet-type artillery pieces. Japanese g unne rs were 
included in this regiment.
